In addition to increased 
interest, the board will 
have to provide for $11 
million in increased wages 
and $2° million for addi- 
~ tional material and equip- 
ment costs. 

Cr, Crofts said that the 








council should urge the 
Commonwealth vern- 
ment to make direct 


“prants to cover such costs. 

“Here we have an organ 
set up by the State 
Government required to 
find $12 million in in- 
creased interest. 

“In these days of gallop- 
ing inflation we should not 
be expected to carry in- 
creased interest costs.” 
The board had told the 
council that the only way 
in which extra costs could 
be financed from rate 
revenues on the existing 
limits was to cut back on 
its works programme, a 
proposition which it re- 
garded as “intenable”. 

It was expected that the 
board would not be able to 
strike a rate before Octo- 
ber and that the level of 
any rise would be. in- 
—ftuenced by the extent of 
Commonwealth Govern- 
ment grants. 

The council decided to! 
refer the matter to the ap- 
propriate government 
authorities, including all 
local members.
